Addendum to the meeting of the Board of Trustees, October 30# 1968 


In executive session before the close of the meeting, the following 
actions were taken: 

a) Mr. Freeborne Garrett Jewett was nominated by Mr. 

Chapin to serve as Secretary of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees. The nomination was duly seconded, and he 
was elected by unanimous vote. 

b) Mr. Lee M. Folger was nominated by Mr. Thom for the 
post of Treasurer. His nomination was duly seconded, 
and he was elected by unanimous vote. 

Since it is not clear that Mr. Folger will accept 
this position, it was noted that he would be sounded 
out by Messrs. Thom and Chapin and that no pressure 
would be placed upon him to take the job if he is 
not so inclined. ^ 

c) The Trustees accepted a memo from Mr. Chapin on the 
celebration of Founder's Day, which memo is attached 
and made a part of these minutes. Mr. Chapin will 
appoint a committee to work out and supervise the 
details on the celebration of Founder's Day, c.May 18, 

'69. 

d) Mr. Thom proposed that the Gallery provide a small 
efficiency apartment (not to exceed $225) for the 
Executive Vice President so that he can be near the 
Gallery for official functions. Mr. Thom noted that 
Mr. Chapin's residence is in McLean, Va. near Great 
Fails Park, and that the long commute could be overly 
burdensome. Mr. Thom's motion was duly seconded and 
passed unanimously. 

e) A discussion was held concerning the future retirement 
status, as of January I, I9<>9, of Br. Hermann Warner 
Williams, Jr. It was decided to offer Mr. Williams a 

time position as a consultant to the Gallery with 
the details of the time that he wouid devcte to be left 
for further negotiation. It would be expected that he 
devote a total of 6 months of the year to the business 
of the Gallery. He will be compensated at the Kate of 
$10,000 per annum for a three year period and can look 
forward to an eventual retirement income of $7,500 per 
annum. It was further decided that this npw relationship 




could be terminated by either party with 90 days notice. 

Mr. Hamilton made a proposal that the Trustees host a cocktail re¬ 
ception for the staff of the Gallery sometime in the near future for" 
the purpose of getting to know those who are most involved in the Gal 
lery, Art School, and Dupont Center. It was thought that this might 
take place on a Monday or Tuesday, sometime during the month of Novem 
ber. 

In a brief final report Mr. Chapin informed the Board that McKinsey 
and Co. has agreed to heip the Gallery in its planning processes and 
in developing new programs as a public service. He noted that this 
could be potentially worth a substantial sum of money to the Gallery. 
He also mentioned that he was proceeding to try to help organize a 
United Arts Fund for the Washington area which Would lead to a united 
approach to solicitation within the government and business community 
He hopes that the Corcoran will be in a position to host a conference 
in December on this subject. 

There being no further business, the meeting of the Trustees was ad¬ 
journed at 12:25 p.m.

The Committee on the Buildings and Grounds begs to submit 
the following report covering the period June 1 - September 30, 
1968. 

During this quarter, the maintenance crew dismantled, 
packed for shipment the ADOLPH GOTTLIEB Exhibition, the TERUO 
HARA:CERAMICS Exhibition, and a number of Art Rental paintings. 
They also were responsible for setting up Paul Feeley T s ’’Sculpture 
Court” in the North Atrium, as well as the installation of the 
GENE DAVIS Exhibition which was held in conjunction with the 
Washington Gallery of Modern Art's Exhibition. In August they 
helped to install in the atrium and dismantle the Sun Ra Exhi¬ 
bition of Negro Art from the Bedford-Stuyvestant and Harlem 
Areas of New York, setting up the platform lights, sound equip¬ 
ment, and chairs for the performance of the Arkestra. They also 
installed the Morris Louis Exhibition in Gallery 41, and the 
Old Favorites Exhibition in Gallery 43. In September, they in¬ 
stalled the WASHINGTON 1968 NEW PAINTING: STRUCTURE Exhibition 
in Galleries 62, 63 and 64. 

A great deal of general improvement in the galleries was 
done during the summer. Thanks to the generous donation of 
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Mr. and Mrs. David E. Finley, the atrium and balcony walls were 
stripped of old plaster and wainscotting, sheetrocked and painted 
and were then rehung with large works from the Gallery’s collec¬ 
tion. Galleries 41, 44, 58, and 67 were also rehung and Galleries 
62, 63, and 64 were rewired with new lighting systems. The stair¬ 
well was cleaned and rehung and the columns were acid-cleaned. 

The Rotunda Ceiling was rewired and new glass installed by Chas. 

H. Tompkins Co. at the cost of $600. In addition, the following 
changes were made in the Gallery offices: Mr. Harithas moved 
into the Comptroller's Office, the Comptroller's Office moved 
into the Benefactor’s Room, Mr. Domit moved into the Front Office 
and new desks brought in. The Education Office moved into the 
former Art Rental Gallery and the Art Rental Gallery moved, along 
with the Sales Desk Files, into Galleries 48 and 49. The Corots 
and Monticelli’s formerly in these galleries were hung in the 
former Art Rental Corridor. Mr. Lottes and his secretary were 
moved into the former Education Office, Mr. Williams and Mrs. 
Phillips were moved into the former Sales/Art Rental Offices 
next door to the Curatorial Offices. 

A new switchboard was installed by the Chesapeake and Po¬ 
tomac Telephone Company necessitating extensive rewiring. The 
Children's Gallery was cleaned and reapinted, the hot table 
ordered for Mr. Russell Quandt taken to his studio and installed, 
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Mr. Amato T s Photo Studio rewired, repainted, and air conditioning 
installed. The Curatorial Office was also partially rewired and 
air conditioning reinstalled. The Gun Room was cleared for 
storage of School property. 

The existing projection booth, having been found to be 
inadequate in terms of space and efficiency, was demolished, 
rebuilt, rewired, plastered and painted by Chas. H. Tompkins 
Co. at the cost of $4,210.00. Chas. H. Tompkins and Company 
was also responsible for demolishing the entrance steps and 
reworking with new granite at the cost of $4,208.00. 

Extensive work was done for and in the School this 
summer. The Graphic Art Studio was rewired. The Photo Lab 
was repainted and new plumbing fixtures were installed. The 
School Library and Studios 11 and 12 were repainted; moreover, 
air conditioning was installed in Studio 9. The Instructors r 
Lounge required partitioning and painting, and the Ceramics 
Department had a new Damp Box and shelves built. The move 
to the Columbia Branch of the School necessitated painting 
and moving of School furniture.

5. PUBLICITY 


A great deal of publicity was accorded the Corcoran Gallery 
during the two months covered by this report.

The ADOLPH GOTTLIEB EXHIBITION and THE CORCORAN BALL, which 
coincided with its opening, were given maximum coverage in the local 
press. The Georgetowner on April II, Betty Beale in the Even i ng 
Star on ApriI 19, The Washington Post and the Sunday Star on ApriI 
2 I, the Washington Post and the Evening Star on Apri I 27 and the 
D.C. Examiner on May 2 featured the BalI. The Washington Post 
also did a fuI I page feature of personalities attending the Ball 
on Monday, April 29. In addition, Mrs. Stanley Sarnoff, chairman 
of the Ball, appeared on an RCA radio program on April 19. 

Photographs of the Gottlieb Exhibition appeared in the 
Evening Star on ApriI 20 and the artist was interviewed on WTTG-TV 
"Panorama" on April 25. The exhibition was reviewed in the 
Washington Daily News on ApriI 26, in the Sunday Star with color 
reproductions on ApriI 28 and in the Washington Post on May 5. 

The joint concert of the Claremont and Iowa String Quartets 
had excel lent reviews in the May 3 Washington Post and Evening 
Star, as did the last Sunday Afternoon Concert of the season in 
these papers on ApriI 22. 
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Activities in the Corcoran School of Art attracted attention 
in the local press.

The reorganization of the Corcoran's Direction was the 
subject of much attention by the press, starting on May 14 and 
continuing on May 25 in the Washington Post and in the Evening 
Star as we I I as on May 29 in the New Yor k Times, the Washington 
DaiIy News and the Washington Post. Further coverage was given 
this subject in early June.
